The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a 
concrete extruder attachment for a vehicle as defined in claim 1 
of the instant application. The closest prior art Jennings, Jr. 
et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 3,920,349; previously of record) or 
Clarke, Jr. et al . (U.S. Pat. No. 4,789,266). Jennings is 
described in the previous Office Action. Jennings fails to 
teach or suggest a concrete extruder attachment for a vehicle 
with a hopper support arm mounted for pivotal movement about a 
vertical pivot axis as noted by Applicant in the response to the 
previous Office Action. Clarke discloses a self-propelled 
construction apparatus. Clarke fails to teach a hopper support 
arm secured to the hopper and mounted for pivotal movement, nor 
any is suggestion or reason for modification of the apparatus to 
such a hopper support arm.
